To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  fifteenth  Annual  Report  on 
the  work  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough,  for  the  year  1944. 

As  soon  as  circumstances  permit  the  Local  Authority  must 
regard  the  problem  of  Housing  as  one  of  first  priority.  Recom¬ 
mendations  relating  to  persons  housed  under  insanitary  conditions 
continue  to  accumulate  and  the  position  has  thereby  deteriorated 
since  the  publication  of  my  last  Annual  Report. 

Attention  may  be  drawn  to  the  new  Ambulance  arrangements 
whereby  the  Local  Authority  decided  to  assume  responsibility  for 
the  removal  of1  street  accidents  and  corpses  only  :  on  the  other 
hand  arrangements  for  mutual  assistance  exist  as  between  the  Local 
Authority  and  the  Keighley  and  District  Victoria  Hospital  Ambu¬ 
lance  Services. 

The  area  has  been  remarkably  free  of  Infectious  Disease  and 
the  incidence  of  Scabies  has  fallen.  The  administrative  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  control  of  this  latter  condition  have  been  strictly 
enforced  :  only  in  this  way  can  any  improvement  be  maintained. 

In  common  with  other  Departments  much  extra  work  and 
responsibility  have  been  thrown  on  to  the  staff  as  a  result  of  the 
War.  In  spite  of  this  the  Health  and  Welfare  of  the  area  have 
been  well  maintained,  but  it  would  not  be  out  of  place  to  state 
that  relief  is  eagerly  awaited  in  order  to  pursue  normal  peace  time 
developments  so  long  postponed.

F. -SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

The  Borough  Waterworks  Undertaking  is  described  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1938. 

The  Water  Engineer  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  in¬ 
formation  : — 

Average  daily  consumption  of  water  per  head  of  population 
within  the  Borough  for  the  year  1944  for  all  purposes — 38.52 
gallons  per  day  :  for  domestic  and  unmeasured  purposes 
24.76  gallons  per  day. 

195  samples  of  water  have  been  bacteriologically  examined 
and  the  quality  of  the  filtered  and  treated  water  has  been 

satisfactory.  There  were  16  chemical  examinations. 

Close  co-operation  between  the  two  Departments  continues  in 
the  matter  of  water  supplies. 
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There  are  still  numerous  private  water  supplies,  particularly 
in  connection  with  farm  premises,  which  have  been  frequently 
sampled  in  the  past  and  users  advised  as  to  necessary  precau¬ 
tions  where  the  index  of  pollution  indicated  this  as  desirable.  Such 
premises  are  outside  the  present  economic  possibility  of  having  a 
suitable  alternative  wholesome  supply  laid  on  from  the  town’s 
mains. 

During  the  year  four  such  samples  were  taken,  which  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Extension  of  town's  supply  to  outlying  districts  such  as  Goose 
Eye,  Stanbury  and  Upper  Marsh,  Oxenhope,  where  comparatively 
small  groups  of  dwellings  are  served  by  private  supplies,  still  stands 
deferred  until  after  the  War  due  to  the  shortage  of  man-power  and 
material  and  the  veto  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  such  works. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

There  has  been  no  evidence  of  river  or  stream  pollution 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Department  during  the  year. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  pools  in  the  district, 
but  the  'Corporation  own  two  swimming  baths  of  the  first  and 
second  class  types,  which  are  described  in  the  1938  Report. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE,  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  five  sewage  disposal  works  are  fully  described  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1938. 

No  extension  to  the  sewerage  of  the  district  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year.

The  circumstances  described  in  the  1941  Report  have  naturally 
progressed  to  a  more  chaotic  state  and  no  relief  is  anticipated  from 
this  until  the  Government  authorise  Re-housing  Schemes  which  are, 
of  course,  under  current  consideration. 

16  recommendations  to  the  Housing  Committee  were  made  on 
the  grounds  of  technical  overcrowding  following  97  investigations. 
Two  occupiers  were  required  to  abate  overcrowding  where  circum¬ 
stances  indicated  that  such  overcrowding  was  avoidable.  One 
licence  has  been  issued  for  temporary  overcrowding  due  to  ab¬ 
normal  circumstances. 

Since  the  operation  of  the  Act  only  4,428  houses  have  been 
supplied  with  the  “permitted  number''  by  the  Department. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  two  in  the  Borough,  solely  used  by  men,  and  they 
are  well  maintained.  14  inspections  were  made. 

As  a  result  of  Ministry  of  Health  advice  re  the  danger  of 
Louse-borne  Typhus  Fever  such  premises  are  inspected  to 
determine  from  the  evidence  available  the  number  of  inmates  who 
are  actually  carrying  lice  on  their  persons.  An  examination  of  the 
bedding  reveals  this  state  of  affairs.  By  arrangement  with  the 
Keeper  the  men  are  as  soon  as  practicable  transported  to  the  Dis¬ 
infestation  Station  for  appropriate  treatment  to  their  bodies, 
clothing  and  other  effects.

SITES  FOR  MOVABLE  DWELLINGS. 

6  sites  for  movable  dwellings  were  licensed  subject  to  the 
sanitary  conditions  being  brought  up  to  the  standard  specified  in 
the  licences.  The  sites  accommodate  a  maximum  total  of  21 
dwellings  :  of  this  total  4  dwellings  are  the  subject  of  individual 
licences.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLUTION. 

■Routine  smoke  observations  have  not  been  resumed  owing  to 
the  recent  rescinding  by  the  Ministry  of  Home  Security  of  their  ori¬ 
ginal  request  to  produce  black  smoke  with  a  view  to  national 
defence  against  air  raids.  This  has  coincided  with  the  rationing  of 
industrial  fuel  and  the  use  of  low-grade  fuels  which  made  a 
practice  of  successful  smoke  abatement  impossible. 

Soot  Deposit  Gauges.  12  monthy  deposits  collected  in  gauges 
situate  at  the  Public  Baths  and  Morton  Cemetery  are  as  follows  : 

192  tons  per  square  mile  and  125  tons  per  square  mile  res¬ 
pectively.

A  100%  system  of  meat  inspection  is  in  force,  and  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  this  system  the  Inspectors  were  on  duty  at  the  Public 
Abattoir  on  640  occasions  and  23  special  slaughtering  visits  were 
paid  to  farm  premises  for  occasional  licensed  slaughter  of  pigs.

MILK  SUPPLY. 

Production.  In  the  Borough  are  260  cowkeepers  at  265  milk 
farms  housing  approximately  3,525  cows  in  a  total  of' 406  cowsheds. 
51  of  these  farms  are  licensed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council 
to  produce  “Accredited”  milk  and  11  to  produce  “Tuberculin 
Tested”  milk. 

Purveying.  There  are  224  wholesale  traders  (114  of  these  also 
retailing)  and  180  retailing  only  (the  latter  including  132  shops  regis¬ 
tered  for  the  sale  of  bottled  milk) .  One  shop-keeper  is  licensed  to 
sell  “Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)”  milk,  produced  and  bottled  in 
the  Skipton  Rural  District.  One  licence  to  pasteurise  bulk  milk  was 
extended  for  the  year,  and  the  holder  of  this  licence  retails  pasteur¬ 
ised  milk  at  21  shops  in  the  district. 

573  visits  to  cowsheds  and  292  visits  to  dairy  premises  were 
made.

Verminous  Houses  and  Household  Effects. 

The  facilities  for  disinfestation  prior  to  removal  to  Corporation 
houses,  as  described  in  the  1938  Report,  are  still  available. 

361  inspections  were  made  of  156  alleged  verminous  premises, 
following  which  liquid  and  gaseous  vermicide  treatment  has  been 
carried  out  in  28  instances  by  a  private  contractor. 

In  addition  to  this  formal  action,  other  informal  action  in  the 
form  of  advice  has  resulted  in  numerous  other  premises  being 
treated  by  owners  and  occupiers  to  repress  vermin. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  the  Council’s  Inspector  under 
these  Acts  and  senior  officers  of  the  Police  act  as  officers  of  Local 
Authority  for  the  purpose  of  granting  licences  and  other  administra¬ 
tive  duties.  A  summary  of  action  taken  by  all  officers,  including 
the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries,  is  as  follows. 

Anthrax  Order,  1938. 

In  1944  there  were  6  suspected  cases,  none  of  which  was  con¬ 
firmed.. 


Tuberculosis  Order,  1938. 

67  Form  “A”  Notices  were  served.  Of  these  3  were  with¬ 
drawn  and  64  animals  were  slaughtered.

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Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Order,  1922. 

1  Form  “A”  Licence  was  issued  affecting  the  movement  of  4 
fat  pigs  for  slaughter. 

Sheep  Scab  Order,  1938. 

There  was  one  confirmed  outbreak.  The  prescribed  notices 
were  served  in  connection  therewith.  Action  under  the  Sheep 
Scab  Order,  1938,  has  resulted  in  double  dipping  of  contact  sheep 
at  various  premises  in  the  Borough — a  total  of  89  sheep  being  so 
dipped. 

Precautionary  double  dipping  was  also  required  in  respect  of 
108  contacts  with  a  confirmed  outbreak  in  the  adjoining  district 
of  Halifax. 


Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  Order,  1938. 

There  was  one  confirmed  outbreak  in  the  Borough.  Movement 
and  occupation  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  this  outbreak.

The  Cleansing  'Department  is  responsible  only  for  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  House  Refuse  ;  Street  and  Gully  Cleaning,  Snow 
Removal  and  Street  Gritting  being  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Borough  Engineer. 

The  work  has  been  carried  out  in  a  satisfactory  manner 
despite  the  hardship  caused  by  the  scarcity  of  labour  and  the  ever 
increasing  efforts  for  the  collection  of  more  salvage,  although  at 
times  collections  have  been  very  much  overdue,  thereby  causing 
minor  complaints  to  be  received. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  on  the  controlled  system  of  Tipping. 
There  are  Six  Tips  throughout  the  District  :  Marley  1  (Main  Tip) ; 
Oakworth  2  ( Bogthorn  and  Cemetery) ;  Qxenhope  H  ;  Stanbury 
1  and  Oldfield  1.  These  have  not,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  been  kept  up 
to  standard  during  the  last  few  years  of  war,  owing  to  the  shortage 
of  labour  and  satisfactory  men  employed  for  the  purpose. 

The  whole  of  the  work  except  Oakworth  is  carried  out  by 
direct  labour,  and  this  district  is  done  by  Contract,  but  a  special 
weekly  collection  is  made  by  our  own  wagons  for  Salvage,  which 
I  am  pleased  to  report,  is  very  satisfactory.
